Elba Police responded to 
a reported stabbing early 
Sunday morning, Aug. 11, 
and found a victim with 
multiple stab wounds. Later 
that night, an Elba man 
turned himself in to police 
for the crime. 

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey said the stabbing in- 
cident was reported at a res- 
idence on Jackson Street in 
Elba at approximately 1:48 
a.m. Sunday morning. Upon 
arrival on scene, he said of- 
ficers found a victim with

Officers found the 
victim propped against a 
garbage can outside, and he 
reportedly collapsed after 
officers arrived on scene. 

Chief Hussey said the in- 
vestigation revealed the al- 
leged stabbing had taken 
place inside the residence 
and the suspect fled the 
scene before officers ar- 
rived. 

Hussey said the victim 
was transported to Enter- 
prise Medical Center, and 
currently is listed in stable 
condition. 

The suspect in the stab- 
bing, Martin Caldwell (aka 
Sugar Daddy), age 39, of 
Elba turned himself in to 
police Sunday night, Hus- 
sey said. 

Caldwell was arrested 
and is charged with at- 
tempted murder. He cur- 
rently is in the Coffee 
County Jail with a $100,000 
bond for the charge he 
faces. 

Chief Hussey said Cal- 
dwell already was out on 
bond for pending charges of 
burglarizing an occupied 
residence in October 2018 
when Sunday morning's in- 
cident occurred.

ALDOT notifies Elba of upcoming traffic signal changes

Elba City Council 
members learned Monday 
night, Aug. 12, of changes 
coming to several intersec- 
tions in the downtown area. 
The changes are being made 
by the Alabama Department 
of Transportation 
[ALDOT]. 

According to a memoran- 
dum from Jason Boothe, 
area maintenance engineer 
for ALDOT, the continued 
progress of the U S High- 


way 84 project through Elba 


is allowing ALDOT to 
make changes at several in- 
tersections in the downtown 
area, Boothe’s memo indi- 
cated these changes had 
previously been discussed 
with the city. 

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
night, assistant city clerk 
Pat Boothe said ALDOT of- 
ficials has cited that traffic 
in these areas of change did 
not warrant continued use 
of traffic signals. Therefore, 
the signals are going to be- 


with a 2-Way or 4-Way 
Stop. 

The intersection of Clax- 
ton Avenue and Simmons 
Street is going to be con- 
verted to a 2-Way Stop. 
Boothe said the traffic on 
Claxton would be continu- 
ous through that intersec- 
tion with the stop signs on 
Simmons Street at this in- 
tersection.

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Elba City Council votes to move forward 
with downtown streets lighting project

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday, 
Aug. 12, the council voted 
to move forward with a 
project to ‘light up’ the 
square. 

At the last council meet- 
ing, council members had 
voted to purchase strands of 
lights to go across one side 
of the courthouse square 
from the merchant side of 
the road to the courthouse 
side, beginning with one 
strand to allow an eval- 
uation of the project.

BRAINSTORMS

We are out on the highways at all hours of the day and 
night. That can be tiring at times, but it also exposes us 
to some beautiful sights. Recently we were driving in the 
early morning, a couple of hours before daylight. There 
was a full moon and not a cloud in the sky . . . . beautiful! 
There should be some way to capture that scene to look 
at regularly. It would also be something to show our 
sleepy headed friends. Then a week or so later we were 
graced with the red hues of sunrise bouncing off random 
clouds. That is something that can take your breath away. 
It is only at this peak a few short minutes, but a good 
memory bite for anyone. 


Throughout our life there have been nature scenes that 
are etched in our brain. Some were at midday, some at 
dawn or nightfall. Our number one ever was on a 
summer day in the Alps of Southern Germany while 
standing in the tall green grass covered lake shore with 
snow-capped mountains on each side. No movement of 
any kind nor sounds except for the tinkle of a cowbell 
far, far away up one of the mountains. Many of the dawn 
scenes memories are from early morning fishing trips, as 
the birds were waking, fluttering around and singing their 
songs. Of course, the snakes and alligators, and an occa- 
sional fox, are moving as well. When you are on the 
water with a seven, or eight, foot gator on the riverbank 
twenty or thirty feet away, he looks twelve feet long! A 
smart person finds amble reason to move on to some 
other spot to fish, especially if the gator decides to slide 
off the bank and back in the water. 


We share many of the questions that have arisen from the 
announced suicide of a man in jail awaiting trial on mul- 
tiple charges of abuse of underage girls. Jeffrey Epstein 
was supposed to be on suicide watch, supposed to have 
acell mate, etc., but . .. reportedly had not been checked 
on in hours, instead of the required ‘every 20 minutes’ 
because of his suicide watch. His required cell mate had 
been transferred out just hours before his death and no 
replacement in place; lots of folks already questioning 
how he got off so lightly on similar charges in Florida 
several years ago. The list of questions grows longer 
daily, including one that his death was murder and 
another is that his death may have been faked. The fact 
that he was very wealthy does nothing to quell the ru- 
mors. We must add that this prison, like so many Ala- 
bama prisons, is reported sorely understaffed with guards 
routinely working overtime. 


Alas, we all knew it was coming but when it happens, 
there is a bit of sadness. The Alabama Highway Depart- 
ment has announced they will be removing several of the 
traffic lights in downtown Elba . ... “With the bypass 
nearing completion, more and more of the area traffic is 
opting to hit the bypass rather than drive through down- 
town Elba.” Those were their words, but most of us have 
said something similar during the last twenty (or more) 
years as this project was talked about, officially an- 
nounced and slowly moved into reality. 
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Auburn University student Jack West bids farewell 


following 10-week internship with The Elba Clipper

By the time you are 
reading this, I am already 
gone. (I’ve always wanted 
to write something cool like 
that.) 

Sunday, Aug. 11, was my 
final day in Elba; the 70th 
day of my Living Democ- 
racy Internship. I drove to 
Elba on June 3 and covered 
my first story here the next 
day. In the intervening 
weeks I wrote a total of 34 
stories for The Elba Clipper 
and took 1,115 pictures. I 
covered two City Council 
meetings and one shock- 
ingly strategic bridge club. 
I ate dozens of quesadillas 
at Monterrey’s and Los Cor- 
rales and even more chicken 
sandwiches at the Rabbit 
Hole. 

In my first week here, I 
wrote a short editorial about 
my first impressions of 
Elba. Now, having spent ten 
weeks in Elba, I know that 
much of what I thought was 
wrong. By spending time at 
local groups, businesses and 
charities I was able to inte- 
grate myself, to a degree, in 
some of the structural as- 
pects of Elba’s small-town 
life. I got the chance to ex- 
plore this town and learn 
about the challenges it 
faces. 

I do think I got one thing 
right in that first article 
though. I maintain that 
Elba, like a lot of small 
towns, can serve as a micro- 
cosm for larger issues that 
our state and country are 
grappling with. There is no 
doubt that this town has 
hard questions to answer, 
and it is also not the only 
town looking for answers. 
For that reason, the solu- 
tions that this town can 
come up with for a large 
homeless population, a 
shrinking school pop- 
ulation, automated man- 
ufacturing or political 
hyperpolarization should be 
studied and incorporated 
into solutions for similar 
‘problems on a larger scale. 
Obviously, none of these 
solutions will be easy, and 
none will be a panacea, but 
that doesn’t mean they 
aren’t worth doing. 

Furthermore, many of 
these challenges can be 
boiled down to a simple di- 
chotomy—a struggle that 
seems ubiquitous in small 
towns, college towns, big 
cities and nations as a 
whole. We can call it: Tradi- 
tion vs. Change. 

It is generally easier to do 
things as they have always 
been done, and it is usually 
harder to effect change. 
Neither way is invariably 
correct, but both should be 
able to acknowledge the 
motivations of the other. 

For instance, following 
the flood of 1990, it may 
have made more sense to 
move the downtown area to 
a drier location. Yet since 
most of Elba’s citizens at 
that time had grown up with 
the downtown where it was, 
many sided with their tradi- 
tion and chose not to move. 
From an outside perspec- 
tive, that can seem like the 
wrong decision, but it’s not 
always about the outside 
perspective. It’s hard to dis- 
regard a tradition—to leave 
a home. 

For many years, my 
family lived in a house that 
was too much work for us.

It wasn’t affordable, and it 
required way too much 
yard-work to maintain. Re- 
gardless, we stayed there 
because it was our home. It 
was our normal, our tradi- 
tion. Moving would have 
made more sense, but that 
doesn’t always matter when 
you are talking about com- 
fort and normalcy. 

Acting on tradition, even 
when doing so solely for the 
sake of tradition, isn’t al- 
ways wrong. But some- 
times, change is good. Take, 
for instance, moving Elba 
City Schools to drier 
ground. Change can make 
the most sense, but that 
doesn’t make it any easier. 
Often it takes someone from 
outside a given tradition to 
point out its flaws, but it 
takes someone from inside 
the tradition to explain why 
some flaws are actually pos- 
itives. 

Ina very roundabout way, 
I’m trying to say that I have 
learned how hard it is to 
create change, even when it 
seems obvious. I’ve been 
forced to reexamine a lot of 
my choices and empathize 
with those who want to 
keep things how they are. 
There is no moral absolut- 
ism when it comes to tradi- 
tion vs. change; there’s just 
people trying to be comfort- 
able where they are. 

The only reason I can 
even begin to understand 
these challenges is because 
I have spent my ten weeks 
in Elba talking to dozens of 
people who care deeply 
about this town. Over the 
last 70 days I interviewed 
three city councilmembers, 
one mayor, most of Restor-

ation154’s board members, 
a dozen school teachers or 
administrators, two funeral 
home directors, multitudes 
of students, and (again) 
some of the most strategic 
bridge players I have ever 
met. I was welcomed in by 
a family, and servers at res- 
taurants know my order. I 
am grateful to each member 
of this community in some 
way. My biggest problem 
currently is that there are 
too many people that I want 
to thank individually. Here’s 
just a few. 

Justin Maddox gave me a 
place to stay this summer. 
He dealt with my antics and 
supported my _ ill-fated 
dream to grow a bonsai tree. 
He cooked for Whitt and 
me, and he gave us a good 
place to come back to ev- 
eryday. He was our home 
base, our launch pad, and I 
can’t thank him enough. 

Linda Hodge, Ferrin Cox 
and Heddy Cox gave me a 
job this summer. More im- 
portantly, they gave me di- 
rection. Every week I could 
trust them to show me 
something interesting and 
introduce me to someone 
new. All they asked in re- 
turn was that I write about 
it. Having spent more time 
in this industry than I have 
been alive, they taught me 
things more sublime and 
helpful than I ever learned 
in a classroom. This in- 
cluded everything from 
how people over use the 
word ‘that’ in writing, to 
how small-town, com- 
munity journalism should 
understand its place in 
American life. | They 
showed me how to make 
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stories exciting and how to 
have fun with them again. 

T h e 
Maddox/Brunson/Martin 
family immediately wel- 
comed Whitt and me into 
their lives. They fed us on 
Sundays and gave us refer- 
ence points for exploring 
the community. They were 
kind to us, and that goes 
farther than any material 
things. 

Thank you to the people 
who sat for an interview or 
posed for a picture in the 
last ten weeks. In your own 
ways, you each taught me 
or showed me something 
about life in Elba. You gave 
me an opportunity to share 
your story, and I greatly ap- 
preciate that. 

Finally, thank you to all 
of you who read what I 
wrote in these weeks; this 
isn’t near as much fun with- 
out an audience. Thank you 
for the small comments 
about my articles and for 
being kind. 

In closing, I want to urge 
this town to continue sup- 
porting its paper. I am a bit 
biased, but the widespread 
decline of local newspapers 
like The Elba Clipper, is 
one of the greatest tragedies 
of our American story. 
These papers and the people 
who work at them care 
about their towns. They put 
in long hours and work in- 
credibly hard to ensure that 
they bring you the truth. 
Local journalists serve as 
your watchdog on local 
government and as your in- 
former on local events. Fox 
News, CNN and al.com are 
never going to be that. 

Speaking personally, I 
can say that every time I sat 
down with Linda or Ferrin 
to discuss a story, the first 
question we would ask is 
how writing about that topic 
was beneficial to the com- 
munity. We wanted to make 
sure every story was un- 
flinchingly honest and at 
least —_ semi-entertaining. 
These people, in their small 
brick building on Buford 
Street, work tirelessly for 
you. All they ask in return is 
$0.50 a week.

tering attorney’s fee declara- 
tions orders for the benefit of 
the attorney while they were 
involved in a relationship; 
taking judicial actions in 
cases in which the attorney 
was an attorney of record 
while they were engaged in 
a romantic relationship; and 
failing to timely/immedi- 
ately disqualify himself from 
cases in which the attorney 
was an attorney of record 
while they were engaged in 
a romantic relationship, even 
after they publicly acknowl- 
edged the relationship. 

Tn count two, Kaminski 
was charged with using the 
prestige of his office to gain 
access to courtroom-security 
footage to advance the pri- 
vate interests of the attorney 
and himself; and supplying 
the footage to the attorney 
that she shared on social 
media. 

In count three, Kaminski 
was charged with failing to 
be completely forthright and 
truthful during the Commis- 
sion’s investigation. 

The Agreement reached 
by Kaminski and the Court 
of Judiciary indicated that 
the former judge and the 
commission agreed and stip- 
ulated that at all times rel- 
evant to the complaint Judge 
Kaminski was a District 
Court Judge in Coffee 
County; that from June 2017 
to the present Judge Ka- 
minski has maintained a ro- 
mantic relationship with a 
local attorney; that at all 
times relevant to the com- 
plaint the attorney was based 
in Enterprise and frequently 
practiced before Judge Ka- 
minski; that after his divorce 
was finalized on Feb. 26, 
2018, Kaminski and the at- 
torney went public with their 
romantic relationship; that 
during a period of their ro- 
mantic relationship Ka- 
minski engaged in a pattern 
of practice of appointing the 
attorney to cases and taking 
judicial actions in cases in 
which the attorney was an 
attorney of record, even after 
the relationship was publicly 
acknowledged; that he en- 
tered attorney’s fee declara- 
tion orders for the attorney’s 
benefit; that Kaminski failed 
to disqualify himself from 
cases in which the attorney 
was an attorney of record; 
that on or about June 14, 
2018, Kaminski improperly 
used the prestige of his of- 
fice to gain access to court- 
room surveillance footage to 
advance the private interests 
of the attorney and himself; 
that on or about Nov. 28, 
2018, Kaminski’s counsel 
submitted a response to the 
commission regarding the 
allegations under investiga- 
tion [on Dec. 14, 2018, Ka- 
minski’s counsel submitted a 
letter withdrawing the Nov. 
28 response]. 


The agreement and stipu- 


lation between parties 
further noted the parties 
agreed to the charges in 
Counts 1 and 2. The charge 
of Kaminski not being com- 
pletely forthright and truth- 
ful during the Commission’s 
investigation was dismissed 
from the final agreement on 
this matter. 

The agreement further 
states that Kaminski agrees 
to never again seek judicial 
office in the State of Ala- 
bama.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The New Brockton Gamecocks are in this week’s 
preseason spotlight and once again the Gamecocks face per- 
haps their three toughest opponents of the season in the first 
three weeks of the season as they battle 2018 3A semifinal- 
ist Providence Christian, 1A power Brantley and 2018 2A 
state runner-up Luverne in three straight weeks.

New Brockton made its 
first playoff appearance and 
posted its first playoff win 
in 1985, while the next sea- 
son, in 1986, posted its first 
10-win season and also 
claimed its first region title. 
The 1987 season continued 
the Gamecocks era of excel- 
lence as they posted the 
school’s first 11-win season 
and had a perfect 10-0 reg-' 
ular season, and in 1988 
they continued to 


make _history 
with the 
school’s first 
12-win sea- 
son.

Brockton has 
been playing 

football for 

46 years and 
owns an all-time record of 
256-218, with a 144-89 
record at home. The Game- 
cocks have posted 28 win- 
ning seasons and four 
10-win seasons, with their 
longest winning streak 
being 12 games and the 


_ longest losing streak stand- 


ing at 15 games.

The Gamecocks own a 6- 
3 series edge and lost 27-14 
a year ago, but have won 
three of the last five meet- 
ings. The Flying Squadron 
posted a 12-2 record last 
season and claimed the re- 
gion title in only their sec- 
ond winning season in the 
past five years.

The Gamecocks own a 
34-10 series edge, won 48- 
6 last season and have won 
the last six meetings by a 
combined score of 306-17.

Brantley Bulldogs determined to get back on 
top in region standings after third place finish 


BRANTLEY BULLDOGS 


The Brantley Bulldogs 
are looking to get back on 
top in the region after a rare 
third place finish a year ago, 
but battle perhaps their 
toughest three opponents in 
three consecutive weeks, 
and must survive the mid- 
season gauntlet if they are 
to regain region superiority. 

Brantley made its first 
playoff appearance way 
back in 1974, claimed its 
first playoff win, posted the 
school’s first 13-win season 
and first 10-0 regular season 
in 1976, During the 1978 
season the Bulldogs 
claimed their 30th straight 
regular season win. The 
Bulldogs first perfect sea- 
son came in 1993 when they 
posted a 15-0 record. Brant- 
ley has claimed four state 
championships (1993-1998- 
2009-2012) and in its 53 
years playing football has 
posted a 554-329-15 record, 
including a  284-119-3 
record at home. The Bull- 
dogs longest winning 
streak stands at 22 
games and their 
longest losing 
streak is 15 
games.
